His 
sole means of obtaining information 
ts what was happening elsewhere 
field glasses. Not a line of 
telegraph or telephone had been 
brought to the front; not a eingle 
wireless installation, although tne 
Turkish army, on paper, possesses 
twelve complete outfits for its army 
corps, and not an effort bas been made 
to establish a line of messengers by 
relays to connect headquarters with 
the various corps. ‘Not a single aero- 
plane was anywhere within one hun- 
dred miles of the front. If any exist 
there was no one to fly them. 

“In the course of the whole day I 
saw only one orderly ride with a mes- 
sage, from which I gather that the 
corps commanders did not even take 
the trouble to communicate with the 
commander-in-chief,

This 
will certainly militate against any 
prolonged stand at Tchatalja, 

In a cireular note to Turkish 
ambassadors abroad, the govern- 
ment ‘maintains that, although 
embarrassing, the position of 
affairs is not desperate and de- 
clares that when the allies had 
completed their mobilization Tur- 
key had barely begun hers. The 
note insists that Turkey is still 
able to maintain a prolonged war- 
fare. 

No Reply From Powers. 

Up to the present hour there 
is no sign that anything has come 
from the Porte’s appeal to the 
powers for mediation. No replies 
have been received at Constan- 
tinople and there is little doubt 
that when they are received they 
will embody a declination to con 
sider the idea of proposing 
armistice. 

Although fighting is still pro 
ceeding on the Tchorlu-Serai line 
and correspondents are sending 
reports of Bulgarian and Turkish 
success in that neighborhood ac 


an 


cording to which side they draw 
inspiration from, the official an 
nouncement from Constantinopl 


that the Turks are withdrawing 
to the Tehatalja line of forts is not 
to be doubted and it is evident 
that this fighting is merely an ex- 
tensive rear guard action to cover 
the movement of the Turks to 
wards Constantinople.

London, Nov. 4—The Turkish 
ambassador here has been direct- 
ed by the Ottoman government to 
inform Great Britain of Turkey's 
willingness to receive assistance 
in bringing about a suspension of 
hostilities with a view of arriving 
at a peace settiement. Tewfik 

Pasha immediately on receipt o 
the communication from Con- 
stantinople went to the foreign 
office and conferred with Sir 
Edward Grey, the Britleh foreign 
minister, for two hours, 

London, Nov. 4—Thus far the pow- 
ers consulted have responded to Tur 
key'’s appeal for mediation by declar- 
ing that they could make only pro- 
poeals for peace and could not ap 
proach the Balkan nations with a re 
quest for an armistice Some of the 
governments have pointed out that
